A Chapter of Political Villainy., 


„ [Special to the New York World.] 

| Wasnineton, May 15.—Tne sworn state- 
ment of John M. Bradley, af Arkansas, who 
alleges that he was elected Congressman at 
large from that State in 1873, instead of Wm. 
J. Hynes, who now holds the seat, gives an 
interesting insigut in the manuer iv woich 
the Clayton rivg manipulated the election re- 
turns in that State. Bradley claims thst 490 
votes cast for bun ia Pulaski county were 
altered by the County Clerk, George D. Me- 
Diarmid, in collusion wih Hynes, and 
that the evideoces of the fraud were 
Lafterwarl3 destroyed by McDiar- 
mid before he gave up tbe records 
of bis cftice to bis successor. He says 
there were numerous frauds in other counties, 
and that he wus really elected by a large 
majority. He says that Acting Governor 
Hadly admitted taat he Was elected, but 
gave the certificate to Hynes. Ile contested 
ihe case in the County Criminal Court, and 
proved conciusively that he was elected. The 
subsequent transactions in this remarkable 
case are narrated by Bradley us ſollows: 
Your orator states that said William J 
Hynes did then and there confess to him 
yrivately and Confidenilaily that tbe testi- 
mony taken showed John M. Bradley was 
entitled, to the seat in the Furty-third Con- 
yress, but stated ge held the cert:ficate from 
Hadley as Governor, and wo.ld contend 
for the seat, well knowing that your 
orato:, John M. Bradley, was a poor man 
and had spent his last dollar in the canvass 
and was without money to make the contest 
before Congress, and Cffered to pay your 
said orator, John M. Bradley, an amount of 
money to suppress the evidence and give up 
the contest. Your orator being poor and 
without a dollar in his pocket and wel: 
knowing the difficulties of a contest and the 
expenses accruing thereto and haviog a 
laige family to support, being pecuniurily 
exbausted by the Campaign, agreed io take 
the sum of $5,000 from the said Hynes. 
Hynes plead that he was poor and without 
money, and having the advantage of tbe 
certificate of election could not afford to pay 
so much. Your oratcr being compelied at 
the time to have money fur the support 
of bis family was cumpelled to agree to 
take the sum of $1,540, the said William 
J. Hynes agreeing wbereto, stating at the 
same time that he required jour orator tu 
give him a written statement that he aban- 
doned the contest because there had been re- 
turned for the said Hynes a msjority of all 
the votes cast, stating as a reuson if it was 
found out that be had obtained th2 seat by 
the payment of money it would vitiate bis 
seat in Congress. The said Hynes then paid 
to your orator, in consideration cf the said 
written statement of the abandonment of the 
contest, the sum of $5°0 in United states 
currency out of bis own hands into the hands 
of your oratur, and in addition thereto agreed 
tO pay as soon as be took his seat in the 
Forty-Third Congress of the United States 
$500 and the other $500 when he drew bis 


bis due bill forthe same; Hynes replied that 
be was afraid to put himself on paper, but 
would pledge bis soul’s selvation for pay- 
men of the money. 
The petitioner goes on to say that he de- 
livered over to Hynes all the evidence iq the 
Palaski County Court, and would not have 
m de this statement but for the re usal of 
Hynes to pay him the thousand dollars}; On 
or about the 10th of February he wroje to 
— and received the following letter in 
tepljß:

WARNER, C. J. 

Tus was a motion made in the Court be- 
lo w in arrest of ajadgment which had been 
pendered in that Oourt. The motion was 
Overruled, and thefplaintiff in error excepted, 
Ihe record containing the proceedings in 
the case in which the judgment was ren- 
dered, is not before us. The agreed state 
me nt of facts as to what is in the record are, 
that Farrar sued out an execution founded 
on a laborer’s lien for $75 00, which was 
levied on a shingle machine worth $400 00, 
and claimed by Burts. The execution was 
issued by a Justice of the Peace, and the 
claiin was returned and tried before him, who 
decided that the property levied on was not 
subject. Farrar entered an appeal to the Su- 
perior Court, and on the trialof the appeal 
the jury found the p.operty levied on sub- 
ject to the execution and judgment was en- 
vered thereon, The, motion in arrest of 
judgment is made on the ground that an ap- 
peal did not lie from the judgment of the 
Justice in a claim case to the Superior 
Court, and therefore that Court bad 
no jurisdiction to ty it end render 
a judgment thereon. By the Constitution, 
Justices of the Peace have jurisdiction in 
civil cases where the principa! sum Claimed 
does not exceed one hundred dollars, but in 
cases where the stem claimed is more than 
fifty dollars, there may be an appeal to the 
Superior Court, under such regulations as 
muy be preecribed by law. The 2d section 
of mne Act of 1868, provides for an appeal to 
che Supesior Court from the judgment of the 
Justice when the amount is over filty dollars, 
us Contemplated by the Constituuon, and 
this applies as well to the judgment of the 
Jusuce in claim Gases, as 10 his judgment in 
— other class of cares of which he has 
jurisdiction when the amount claimed is over 
‘fifty dollars. In this case, the plaintiff 
c aimed $75.00 to be due bim, and levied hi 
execution vn the shingle machine, worth 
6400.00, to satisfy that claim, and when, it 
was Claimed by Butts, the question for the 
judgment of the Justice was, whether it was 
subject, to be sold to satisfy the plaintiff's 
claim of $75.00, and thut being so, either 
party dissatisticd with the judgment of the 
Jusuce, nad the right to appeal therefrom to 
the duperior Court. The Constitution in- 
tended to provide for an appeal to the Su- 
perior Court from the judgment of Justices 
of the Pesce iu all cases waere the amount

fifty dollars, whether that cuntroversy origi-

li appeurs from the record in this case that 
the plamuff instited his euit against the de- 
fendant, in Richmond Superior Court, on a 
demand originating piior to 1st of June, 
1865. The petition was filed and the process 
attached and dated $lst December, 156% 
The sheriff made his return thereon, dated 
28th of May, 1870, that the defendant was 
not to be found. No action appears to have 
been taken io the case at the appearanc 
erm. At the next term, on the 18ta vf Janu- 
ary, 1871, on the motion of plainuff, ex arte, 
the Court made the following order, after 
stating the names of the partes: It is, on 
| the application of plainuff’s counsel, ordered, 
that further time be allowed to perfect service 
in said case.” On the 3d of February, 18/1, 
ihe defendant was served personally by the 
sheriff of Richmond county. When the case 
was called for trial at the April term, 1873, 
defendant’s counsel moved to dismiss it for 
want of seryice, and showed the facts above 
stated in support of his motion. In oppo- 
sition to the motion, the plaintiff showed 
that at the date of the filing and process and 
of the shberiff’s first return, the de. 
fendant, who had long deen, and still 
was, a resident off§Richmond county, 
was absent from the United States 
with his family, but inteading to return to 
said county, «nd his dweliiog house was 
occupied by another citizen. On this state- 
ment of facts, the Court decided tbat there 
had been no sufficient service and dismi:sed 
the case. Whereupon, the pleintiff excepted. 
By the 3,383rd section of tue new Code, the 
date of tbe filing of the plaintiff's peution 
i the clerk’s office, was the commencement 
of Lia suit against the defendant; the an- 
nexation of the pr cess thereto by the clerk, 
and service taereof on tne defendant, is the 
means provided by law for bringing the de- 
fendant into Court to answer thatwuit. The 
defendant, though a resident of Richmond 
county, being temporarily absent therefrom, 
was not served with process until after the 
second term of the Court, but the euit had 
not been dismissed out of Court for want of 
service. At the second term of the Court, 
the suit still being ia Court, the Court, on 
the application of the plainuff, by i:s order 
of the 18ib of January, 1871, allowed him 
further time to perfect service on the de- 
fendant, who was personally served with 
process on the 3rd of February, 1571. 
At the trial term of the case, more 
than two years after the defendant 
had been served, the motion to diamiss the 
case was sustained because tnere had been 
no sufficient service on the defenbant. When 
ihe a tention at the Court waa called to the 
case of the second term of the Court, it would 
bave been its duty to have dismissed it for 
want of service, unless it had been made to 
appear to the Court that there had been no 
want of dilligence on the part of the plaia tiff 
in having the service perfecied on the defen- 


ant. 

As the Court did not then dismiss the case, 
but granted the order allowing the plaintiff 
further time to perfect service on the defen- 
dant, the legal presumption is that good and 
sufficient reasons were shown to the Court 
for ite action, It is true that the order allow- 
ing the plaintiff further timeto perfect ser- 
vice on the defendent to bring bim into Court, 
was an er parts order, yet, it is also true, that 
when the defendant was served, he had the 
right then to bave come into Court 
aod to have had that order eet aside, if there 
Was any good and legal ground for doing so. 
But it wil not do to say and establish the 
precedept, that the Court can grant 
an order allowing the plainttif® fur- 
ther time to perfect service, and 
service is perfected on the defendant in pur- 
suance of that order, and the defendant lies 
by for. more than two years after he has heen 
served, without taking any steps to have the 
order set aside, if there were any legal 
grounds to authorise him to do so, and the 
plaintiff in the meantime be put to the troy- 
ble and expense of prepiariog his oase for 
trial, and at the time of the trial of the case, 
move to dismiss it ou the ground that be has 
not been served. In dismissing the case at 
the tal, for want of service, the Court 
ignored its order allowing further time to the 

laintjff to perfect serviee and: the prcceed- 

ugs taken under it, which order stands un 
revoked on the records of the Court. No 
technical, or forma: objections, shall invali- 
dave any petition, or prooess, bur if the cause 
n conformꝭ to thé requisitions of 
thie e, and the defendant haa notice of the 
pendency of the cause, All other objections 
shall be disregarded, providedihere is a legal

In 
relution to the value of the defendant's pro- 
fessional services, the evidence was confl et- 
iog. Tne charge of the Uourt compiained 
of is as follows: “That the Court could see 
no. thing wrong (provided it was done ia good 
fuiib,) in an attorney acting as the friend of 
wil parties in getting up a settlement and pre. 
senting litigation; that an attorney may, in 
a seiticment, lawtaily represent the claims of 
opposing creditors, if he acts fairly and in 
good faith, and especially may he 80 act 
with the knowledge of the ereuitors.” We 
see notning in this charge of the Court which 
could hase injured the plaintiffs’ case, al 
though there 1s not much law in Wwe first part 
of it, and miht well have been omitted. 

The alleged error in the charge of the Court, 
is mereiy colorable to evade the repeatc: 
rulings of this Court, in not interiering with 
the verdicts of juries when the evidence is 
couflicting, and there is suffleieut evidence in 
the record to support the verdict. In ok - 
ing through the evidence contuined in this 
record we fiod no error in gverruliog tne 
motion for a new trial. 

Let the judgment of the Court below be 
uffirmed.

George Patterson va. F. Phinizy & Co. 
Trespass, from Ricmond. 
WARNER, C. J. 


This was an action brought by the plain- 
tiff against the detendants to recover dam- 
ages lor haviog an execution under a pre- 
tended lien levied on the plainuff's property 
without authority of law. On the trial of 
the case, the jury found a verdict in favor of 
the plainuff tor the sum of $3,845, with in- 
terest from 1st of January, 1868. A motion 
was made for a new trial on the several 
grounds alleged therein, which was granted 
by the Court, unless the plainuff would wri e 
off from the vercict all over the sum of 
$1,410. Whereupon the plaintiff excepted. 
ine Court granted the new trial on thenerms 

stated (as appears from the record,) because, 
from iis views of the evidence, the verdict 
was Wrong. The Court has no discretion 
under the law, to set aside the verdict of a 
jury, because it differs with them as to the 
ihe credibiiity of the wituezsses sworn on the 
trial, or as to the effuct their testimony, in ils 
Opinion, shou'd have upon the minds of the 
jury. When the Court undertakes to do that, 
it invades the exclusive province of the jury. 
Ihe only legal dizcretion which the Court 
has to set aside the verdict of a jury 
on the ground that it is Contrary to the evi- 
dence, is in cases where the verdict is deci- 
dedly and strongly against the weight of 
evidence, although there may appe ir to be 
some glia ht evidence in favor of the finding. 
In this case, the defendants were sued for u 
wrongful injury done to the plainuil, and in 
such Cases, the question of dumages being 
one for the jury, the Court should not inter- 
fere, unless the damages are either so small, 
or so excessive, as to justify the inference ot 
gross mistake or unuue bins. — New Code, 
2947. From the evidence in the record before 
us, there is nothing to justify the inference 
of gross mistake, or undue bias on the pait 
of the jury in finding the verdict they did, 
but on the contrary, the evidence, in our 
judgment, is decidly in favor of the verdict, 
and the Court erred io setting it aside as set 
forth in the r-cord. The jury having found 
a specified amount in favor of the plaintifi 
for iis damages, he was not entitled, under 
toe law, to interest thereon as found by the 
jury.

Cu4RLESTON, May 19.—A great commo- 
tion in Columbia was caused by the attemp'- 
ed arrest of Governor Moses for laceny. 
The streets are alive with colored milit 
and with groups of cilizens diecussing the 
peculiar situation. Tbis morning Sheriff 
Cain, of Orangeburg, called at Moses’ man- 
sion and informed bim that he bad an un- 
pleasant duty to perform. Moses, gueesiog 
his pui pore and seeing the warrant in hi- 
pochet, told him he would not submit to 
arrest. . 

In response to the Governor’s requisition, 
the black Brigadier General, detuiled two 
companies of colored militia to guard the 
Executive office and approaches. They are 
pow on duty around the State House end 
Moses’ mansion with fixed bayonets, and 
challenge all comers. 

The question of the right to arrest the 
Governor is a sutject of excited discussion 
amoog State officiols.
